300 Killed On Refugee 


Train 


Shanghal, Sept. 9. 

The foreign and Chinese communi~ 
tles In Shanghal were shocked to-day 
with the news that a squadron of 
Japanese planes had bombed a 
refugee train at Sungklang, killing 
at least 300 non-combatants and 
wounding 500 others. 

The attack occurred at 12.20 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon when. a special 
train; carrying over 1,000 Chinese 
refugees, was on its way to Hang- 
chow from Shanghal. The train had 
hardly pulled into Sungkiang station, 
nbout 22 miles’south of Shanghai, 
when the bombers rained their mls- 


_ [slices down. 


Five of the coaches were blown 
into bits. 

The Chinese claim that thé train 
was headed for Hangchow, and that 
the Japanese should not have mis- 
taken it for a troop train. 

Sungkiang station was also badly 
damaged, the platform bridge ond

Following ieceipt’ of the second Russian note 
concerning the series of piratical attacks on merchant- 
men in the Mediterranean, and the reiteration of the 


charge that these pirate craft are Italian submarines, it 
is generally felt here that Italy and Germany will refuse 


to sit atthe same table as Russia at the proposed 
Mediteranean conference. But no formal reply to the 
Franco-British invitation to the conference has yet been 
given. : 


It is authoritatively declared that the Russian 
accusation has created a “grave and delicate situation.” 
An air of pessimism has settled over political circles. To 
all intents and purposes the Nyon Conference is regarded 
as dead. The Italians argue that it is redundant in any 
event, since it will duplicate ‘the task of the Non- 
Intervention Committee. Ze

Dr. Robert E. Wilson, chemist, and 
president of the — Pan-American 
Petroleum and Transport Company, 
has estimated that 180,000,000,000 
fons of carbon dioxide (the sas which 
onimals exhale from their lungs) 
have been discharged into the ntmos- 
phere in the Inst Lalf century through 
the “burning ef coal, oil, and other 
fuels, 

Dr. Wilson wrote in Industrial and 
Engineering Chemistry, a publics 
tion of the American Chemict 
Soclety, that fifty billion tons of coal 
and other fuel substances have been 
taken’ (rom the’ earth in the last fifty 
years. Of this total, he estimated, 
petroleum constituted seven per cent. 
Other mined fuel products were coal, 
lignite, and natural gas. 

Carbon, which is the principal 
chemical constituent of coal and ofl, 
combines with oxygen from the air 
when burning. The oxysen  com- 
Lines with the carbon in a mathema- 
‘eal ratlo of thirty-two pounds of 
oxyren to twelve pounds of carbon. 

Dr. Wilson had begun his study with 


carbon dioxide discharged into the 
alr by the burning of carboniferous 
fuels might eventually result in 
-changing, the carbon dioxide content 
This would be a matter 
of great concern to all living things, 
which depend upon the low carbon 
dioxide and high oxygen content of 
the alr for life. 

His study revealed. that the carbon 
dioxide discharged by burning fuel 
was more than taken — care of by 
numerous plants which “breathe” 
carbon dioxide and “exhale” oxygen. 

Another factor acting in the same 
direction, Dr. Wilson found, was the 
ocean which has a large amount of 
carbon dioxide in solution. . .a 
greater amount even than fs present 
in the alr. The ocean constantly 


absorbs more carbon dloxide as more }- 


is discharged Into the uir. _, 

Dr. ‘Wilson facetiously conceded that 
should the process of absorbtlon of 
carbon dioxide continue indefinitely, 
the ocean might get to taste Ike a 
soda water, since the “fizz” which is 
used at soda fountains and in making 

Kling water drinks Is merely 
water in which carbon dioxide has 
been dissolved under pressure.

IRREGULARITIES 


The attacks by Japanese war- 


Serrem HER 


ships on vessels of the Chinese 
Maritimes Customs, and the cir- 
which they 
carried ott, raise 
of considerable — inter- 
national importance. — Actually, 
on the basis that: there has ‘been 
no declaration of war between 
the two countries, Japan has no 
right to attack = Chinese 
ships, whatever their exact 
status may be; neither is she 

ranted in imposing: a block- 
ade on the China coast. But 
there has been ample evience 
during the present hostilities 
that the Japanesd take no 
account of the niceties of inter- 
national law. Even if, within 
the strietly legal viewpoint, 
there was an actual war, it is to 
be doubted whether the shelling 
of Customs craft could be justi- 
fied. Neither in the case of the 
bouts attacked at Chekwan, nor 
in that of those similarly ‘treated 
at Ningpo, were the Customs 
vessels engaged in other than 
normial routine work. Although 
armed for the purpose of bring- 
ing smugglers to book, they 
obviously could not be classified 
as warships. Their task is to 
safeguard the nation’s revenue, 
and, inasmuch as_ foreign inter- 
ests are vitally concerned in the 
preservation of the integrity of 
the Customs, the attacks cannot 
be regarded as anything but pro- 
voeative and — high-handed. 
Obviously, the operations of these 
Japanese destroyers cannot pos- 
sess any value from the stand- 
point of winning the struggle 
with China; they are pin-pricks 
which, In view of the peculiar 
position of the Customs adminis- 
tration in its relation to foreign 
interests, would far better not 
have'been indulged in. There is 
a further complication in the 
case of the boats attacked at 
1 Chekwan—namely, the  state- 
ment, for which there appears to 
be some foundation, that the 
Japanese destroyer began her 
shelling whilst in British limits, 
although the ships were actually 
seized within Chinese waters. 
If this ig’ definitely established, 
then there can be no questioning 
the point that the warship was 
guilty of an abuse of privilege. 
Under normal conditions, foreign 
men-of-war have right of entry 
to any port, but only for normal 
purposes. To make use of such 
rights for the purpose of war- 
like activity of any kind is 
clearly quite ‘irregular. The 
extension of the blockade ‘area, 
though accompanied by assur-

The Pincer. Method 


The = strategical design’ was 
worked out In the greatest seerecy 
by the milltary high command 
and three of the Mintsters—Negrin, 
Prieto, del Vayo.

Success in such an operation 
would have big military importance 
and even birrer moral and noll- 
tleal Importance, But nobody had 
ayy Hlusion that success would be 
easy.

From the 18th to the 27th, the 
two sides were locked tn an almast 
incessant struggle which had ‘no 
strnategical rhyme or reason, It 
was a tremendous test of Nghting 
quality; but {t made no sense. 

When on the 28th Minjn was 
able to announce that the rebel 
countcr-offensive was “dying,” 
Franco had retaken, at a very 
heavy price, about half the ground 
the Republicans had taken between 
the 6th and the Sth. 

And so for the moment it hos 
ended. 

The first well planned and well 
organised attempt to drive the 
enemy away from Madrid has 
failed. That has to be recognised.

Franco Will Fail 


Third polnt is that the tank, though 
Important, {s/ equally not a decisive 
factor, 

Fourth, that the defensive still has 
enormous ndvantnge over the offensive. 
Given any sort of cquality in arma- 
ment, the only chance of breaking 
through a prepared position Is the sud- 
den surprise-blow. If thnt (alls it ts 
futile te keep on battering away, in- 
curring heavy losses for Inapprecinble 
gains. 

And from all of that I think ono can 
snfely conclude that, although its frat 
big offensive was strategically a failure, 
the Government's prospects of victory 
are now far better than those of 
Franco,

For six months, maybe, a trainer 
has had the worry and responsi- 
bility of preparing a horse for a 
particular race, Ho brings his 
charge Inte the paddock ready to 
run for the proverbial kingdom. 
His painstnking care may be pitch- 
forked away inside a couple of 
minutes by 2 jockcy who hns no 
more strength than a glass of 
water. - 

When they are no longer under 
the restraint enforced during their 
term of apprenticeship, some 
shallow-pated Jockeys go to the 
devil. 

Card and bottle partics and 
dancing at the Piccadilly night 
clubs is their idea of keeping them- 
selves fit. In the morning, instead 
of riding exercise, they vislt the 
Turkish baths. How can such 
effete young men hold thelr own 
with hard and fit confreres when 
if comes to a driving finish? 

The Jate John Porter, of Kings- 
clere, in his fascinating auto- 
blography devotes a chapter to the 
great Fred Archer. ~~ 

He tells how the “ Tinman ” was 
always out on the downs first thing 
every morning—and he didn’t 
drive up In o luxury Nmousine— 
anxious and keen to ride in os 
many gallops as possible, 
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N the racecourse, Archer 

was first to welgh out, 

frst to go down to the 
post, and as the records show, 
usually first home. “In short, his 
whole heart and soul was in the 
business,” writes Porter. 

Riding styles have changed since 
Archer’s day, but the cssential 
qualitics to command _ success 
remain the same. I should like to 
sec more of the present-day 
Jockeys with their heart and soul 
in the business of winning races, 

How can we account for the out- 
standing supremncy of such jockeys 
as Fred Archer and Gordon 
Richards? It isn’t an answer to 
say that they secured the pick of 
the mounts. Archer would ride 
anything, and so will- Richards. 

Nor ts It true to attribute their 
phenomenal success to sheer riding 
ability. Archer was n great horse- 
man, but many judges thought 
that Fordham was better, and con- 
temporaries of Archer were his 
equals, Judged by riding standards.

TIP fact that Russiv to-day is almost prepared to barter 


i her soul for peace would not, T thik, be immediately -obvi- 


ous to the casual observe 
martial aspect. Her people arc 
Her youth are trained to a pitch 
Her newspapers are fall of mil 
groups 
people parade in pasmasks, 
In Kharkov I was saluted in 
the street by a little boy of four 


with a steel helmet’ on his head 


and a toy rifle across his buck. 
In Rostov 1 discovered a whole 
shop front devoted to’ models, 
charts and explanations relating 
to bombs, guns, tanks, gas and 
all the paraphernalia of war. 
Four thousand million roubles 
have just been subscribed in a 
couple of weeks to. strengthen 
-the country’s already mighty 
armaments. . : 

Nevertheless, there is nothing 
exuberant about Russia's . in- 
terest in the arts of war, Uni- 
forms in Moscow are as plenti- 
ful as flowers in the spring, but 
they are us drab as war itself. 
If ever Russia niarches, her 
troops ‘will have to shed no 
tinsel, Her squads of soldiers 
stump dourly = through — the 
streets, knowing defence to be 
a regrettable necessity. Even 
when all the might of the 
Soviet is marshalled in the Red 
Square on a public holiday, it is 
with the grim satisfaction of a 
people believing itself impres- 
nable against assault, not con- 
templating any foreign adven- 
ture. 


REAMS are queer things, and it 

would defy, the deepest intelll- 
rence to bring some meaning out of 
the tangled, weird, exciting and hair- 
raising experiences that crowd the 
subconscious mind of i night. 


But if we only had the key to them 
we would find those seemingly mean- 
ingless dreams of ours full of signi- 
flenance and reality, Psychologists 
have a preal deal to tell us nbout 
dreams, und some are bold enough 
to Iny down certain definite prin- 
ciples. 

I remember a doctor maintain that 
every dream was an_ unexpressed 
wish, As on example he told of a 
little boy who dreamed night after 
night that he was falling down a 
stalr, The doctor maintained that 
some wish lny behind the dream, 
He was puzzled for long enough to 
Know what it could be, until the 
mother told him how, on one occa- 
slon, the little boy had fallen down- 
stalrs and the mother had plcked 
him up and comforted him.

The pat hua (pak wa) movement 
of 1917, ofliclally adopted fn 1920, 
was not intended to make a conver- 
sation medium for Pekinese and 
Cantonese but was Intended by Dr.

thoughts. Its secret lay in the 
elimination of the verb.

Germany, Italy Unlikely 


Lo Join Nyon Parley 


Following receipt -of the second Russian note 
concerning the series of piratical attacks on merchant- 
men in the Mediterranean, and the reiteration of the 
charge that these pirate craft are Italian submarines, it. 
is generally felt here that Italy and Germany will refuse 


to sit at the same table as Russia at the proposed 
Mediteranean ‘conference. But no formal reply to the 
Franco-British invitation to the conference has yet been 
given, : : 

It is authoritatively declared that the Russian 
accusation has created a “grave and delicate situation.” 
An air of pessimism has settled over political circles. To 
all intents and purposes the Nyon Conference is regarded 
as dead. The Italians argue that it is redundant in any 
event, since it. will duplicate the task of the Non- 
Intervention Committee. 


Italy will almost certainly ‘ignore 
the second Russian note, but in. the 
event of Russia sending a third note, 
ns Is rumoured, furnishing what is 
belfeved to be proof that her ships 
were sunic by Italian submarines, it 
is possible that Italy will sever 
diplomatic relatlons.—Reuter.

Dr. Robert E. Wilson, chemist, and 
president of the Pan-American 
Petroleum and Transport Company, 
hus estimated that —180,000,000,000 
tons of carbon dioxide (the gas which 
animals exhnie from their lungs) 
have been discharged into the atmos- 
Lalf century through 
oll, 


rhere in the las 
the burning of, coal, 
fuels, 

Dr, Wilson wrote In Industrial and 
Engineering Chemistry, a publica- 
tion of the American Chemical 
Society, that fifty billion tons of coal 
and other fuc} substances have been 
taken from the earth In the last fifty 
years, “Of this total, he estimated, 
petroleum constituted seven per cent. 
Other mined fuel products were coal, 
Ngnite, and natural gas. 

Carbon, which is the principal 
chemical constituent df coal and oll, 
combines with oxygen from the alr 
when burning. The oxygen  com- 
bines with the carbon in a mathema- 
tical ratio of thirty-two pounds of 
oxygen to twelve pounds of carbon. 

Dr. Wilson had begun his study with 
the belief that the great amount of 
carbon dioxide discharged into the 
alr by the burning of carbonifcrous 
fucls might eventually result in 
changing the carbon dioxide content 
of the air. This would be a matter 
of great concern to all Jiving things, 
which depend upon the low carbon 
dioxide and high oxygen content of 
the air for ‘life. 

His study revenled that the carbon 
dioxide discharged by burning fuel 
was more thin taken care of by 
numcrous .plants which = “breathe” 
carbon dioxide and “exhale” oxygen. 

Another factor acting in the same 
direction, Dr, Wilson found, was the 
ocean which has a large amount of 
carbon dioxide In solution . . .a 
greater amount even than is present 
in the alr. The ocean constantly 
absorbs more carbon dioxide ns more 
is discharged into the alr. 

Dr. Wilson facetiously conceded that 
should the process of absorbtion of 
carbon dioxide continue indefinitely, 
the ocean might get to taste like a 
soda water, since the “fizz” which Js 
used at soda fountains and in making 

sparkling water drinks {is merely 
water in which carbon dioxide has 
been dissolved under pressure.

COAST BLOCKADE 
IRREGULARITIES 


The attacks by Japanese war- 
ships on vessels of the Chinese 
Maritimes Customs, ‘and. the cir- 
cumstances «under which: they 
have been carried out, raise 
issues of considerable  inter- 
national importance. — Actually, 
on the basis that there hay been 
no declaration of war between 
the two countries, Japan has no 
right to attack Chinese 
ships, whatever their exact 
status may be; neither is she 
warranted in imposing a block- 
ade on the China coast. But 
there has been ample evience 
during the present hostilities 
that the Japanese take no 
account of the niceties of inter- 
national law, Even if, within 
the strictly legal viewpoint, 
there.was an actual war, it is to 
be doubted whether the shelling 
of Customs craft could be’ justi- 
fied. Neither in the case of the 
boats attacked at Chekwan, nor 
in that of those similarly treated 
at Ningpo, were the Customs 
vessely engaged in other than 
normal routine work. Although 
armed for the purpose of bring- 
ing smugglers to book, they 
obviously could not be classified 
ag warships, Their task is to 
safeguard the nation’s revenue, 
and, inasmuch as foreign inter- 
ests are vitally concerned in the 
preservation of the integrity of 
the Customs, the attacks cannot 
be regarded as anything but pro- 
vocative and — high-handed. 
Obviously, the’operations of these 
Japanese destroyers cannot pos- 
sess any value from the stand- 
point of winning the struggle 
with China; they are pin-pricks 
which, in view of the peculiar 
position of the Customs adminis- 
tration in its relation to foreign 
interests, would far better not 
have been indulged in. There is 
a further complication in the 
case of the boats attacked at 
Chckwan—namely, the  state- 
ment, for which there appears to 
be some foundation, that .the 
Japanese destroyer began her 


shelling whilst in British limits,’ 


although the ships weré actually 
seized within Chinese waters. 
If this is definitely established, 
then there can be no questioning 
the point that the warship was 
guilty of an abuse of privilege.

Second Officer Trethewey said that 
he heard the fourth offlcer calling for 
help and went to his ald, He 
saw first and second defendants 
assaulting him. When the fourth 
ofcer had been taken to sce the chief 
oMmcer, in the absence of the captain, 
he and the third offleer returned -to 
the galley, to identify the persons 
who had assaulted the fourth oftcer. 
On secing them at the door of. the 
nalicy, second defendant picked up a 
shovel and lunged-at the third officer's 
chest, ‘Fhird defendant, who was alsa 
in the galley, ran asvay and shouted, 
with the result that a group of the 
crew, the defendants, attacked him 
a the third officer with pokers and 
stool$\ The tenth defendant was 
holding the poker and second defend- 
ant held the shovel. a Se 

Witness sald he and third defend- 
ants struggled with men In selfe 
defence and in-doing so noticed Mid- 
shipman Cormichnel being attacked 
by three of the defendunts. 

Cross-cxamined,, witness said the 
third offlecr did not strike the second 
defendant when they went to the 
Halley for Identification purposes.

One Man Against Warship 


Shanghai, Sept. 8. 

An amusing interlude to the serious 
fighting in and around this city has 
been reported by a forcign observer 
and printed in a local foreign news- 
paper to-day. : 

The foreign observer was making a 
tour of one of the more quiet spots 
along the Whangpoo when he heard 
the crack of a rifle. He ducked. A 
few seconds later, a Japanese’ war- 
ship which was anchofed a short dis- 
tance from shore began firing one of 
its’ one-pounders at-a spot a short 
distance from the observer. 

Peering through his binoculars, the 
observer saw a lone Chinese soldier, 
armed with a rifle, crouching on the 
riverbank watching the warship. 
Shells from the Japanese gun burst 
around him, but apparently did him 
no injury, = 

After a lull of about half an hour, 
the Chinese soldier was seen to raise 
his riffe and fire several shots at the 
warship. The Japanese ship again 
replied with several shots from Its 
one pounder, but failed to hit the 
sniper. 

The procedure was repeated scveral 
times until the observer realized it 
was a gome in which the Chinese 
soldicr expended approximately 70 
cents worth of ammunition to draw 
fire of a balf a dozen shells of the 
Japanese warship which cost in the 
neighbourhood of $30 cach.

GIVES EVIDENCE 


“SINCERE CO. 
MURDER TRIAL 


“The Supreme Court was again 
crowded this morning, when, at the 
Criminal Sessions, the trial of Li 
Fook-cheuny «and Au Hing in con- 
nection with the murder of Mr. David 
Chan Sze was continued, ‘

Second prisoner was picked out at 
an identification purade on Jume 30 
by Fong Tat, Uo Man and Yeung 
Kong as having been to their divans. 

On the day of his arrest, Li was 
‘charged and after he had made a 
statement he was shown one made 
by Ko Wahetak. After reading this, 
Li made a further statement. 

Cross-examined by Mr. D'Almada, 
for Li, witness said that a reward of 
$1,000 was first offered about one 
week after the murder, and this was 
subsequently increased to $3,000. 

On July 31, an identification parade 
was held at Victoria Guol at which 
Ko and Li were present. The parade 
was first held in the shiudows of the 
gallows but was later chanyed to the 
entrance, owlng to rain. ‘Two folcis 
of the Canadian Cafe, tive employees 
of the China Emporium Dancing 
Academy, ‘two persons from the 
Kowloon Confectionery and two from 
the Boston Cafe failed to identify Li. 

Inspector A. E. Carey pave corro- 
borutive evidence, and added that he 
arrested second accused at the Tung 
Fat boarding house in Un Long on 
June 24. 

After Mr. Edward Chan had given 
evidence of identificution of the body 
of his father, Mr. Y. W. Lee, sub- 
manager of the Sincere Perfumery, 
sald he hud known Li, who was the 
manager, for 2 number of years, LI 
was formerly a director of 
Sincere’s but ceased to be so shortly 
after Mr. Chan's appointment as 
managing director sometinie In July, 
1946. Witness himself was a diree- 


tor. 
OWED MONEY 


Li used. to draw $360 a month, but 
alter Mr. Chan beexme managing 
director there was n Bencral cut in 
salary of 10 per cent. Li was in- 
debted to the Company to the extent 
of $5,400, and ft was decided ata 
directors’ mecting that unless he paid 
back $2,000 within two months he 
was to be asked to resign. 


Cross-examined by Mr. D’Almada, 
witness said quite a number of per- 
sons owed the Company money, in- 
cluding Mr, Ma Ying-blu, who was 
indebted to the extent of more 
than one lakh, ond Mr. Au Chu, 
who, os guarantor for his brother- 
in-law, owed about £400 in Lon- 
don. It was also resolved at that 
meeting that these People -should 
be asked to settle their debts as 
well, although no sctual agreement 
in respect of them was come to.

U.S. Displ 
Concern For

Warhington, Sept. 8. 

Indicating the State Depart- 
ment's concern over the threats 
to peace In Europe, Mr. Cordell 
Hull, ‘Secretary of State, to-day 
revealed he had conferred with 
the chicf of the Martitime Com- 
mission over the position of 
American shipplng in the 
Mediterranean, which he charac- 
terlsed_ as more acule.

ACCUSED'S STATEMENTS 


The statements made by accused 
when they were formally charged 
were then read out by Yip Hoi-to, 
police interpreter. 

First accused said: “I didnot ask 
Ko todo it.) Ihave not seen him for 
a month. He had been to my house 
previously. He requested me to find 
him a job in the Company. Former- 
ly he was employed In the Life 
Assurance Department. That is all. 
If you ask me I will tell. Nothing 
further to say.” 

Later in the day, Li made a fur- 
ther statement in the course of which 
he sald: “The'statement he (Ko) 
made I don’t know where he got it 
from. As I have been strict in the 
discharge of my duties, perhaps I 
have some enemles who might have 
instigated me. Such long’ statement 
I don’t know how he got it. That js 
all I hnve got to say.” 

Au's statement was: “I have 
nothing to say except that I did not 
do it. It is not right for you to 
aecuse me. IF did not do it.” 


LI GIVES EVIDENCE 


This concluded the case for 
Crown, and Mr. D’Almoda then 
his cllent in the witness-box.

Although at the present time the 
capacity of the charitably minded to 
reHeve the sufferings of their fellows 
is already severely taxed, we wish 
to make an urgent appeal to all 
citizens of Hongkons, both Chinese 
and others, on behalf of the sufferers 


fin the recent typhoon disater, 


The extent of. the sufferings of the 
poorer Chinese may not be perfectly 
known or fully realised by many of 
your readers. No fewer than 1,178 
Junks and sampans were totally lost, 
and with the boats was lost the only 
means of livelihood of so many of 
our fishing population and of so 
many of those whose work it is to 
help in the Colony's carrying trade. 
In several cases a small child fs the 
only survivor of a family. 


The pr has already made known 
the devastution of Taipo Market. In 
other parts of the New Territories 
and to a less extent on the Island 
of Hongkong, houses have been 
wrecked and oa family — rendered 
destitute by the death of its brenad- 
winsiers.. It is our sincere hope that, 
while the Colony Iends its aid to 
the war sufferers as generously ag 
it is doing, a thought may be spared 
for the victims of this cataclysm at 
our doors, 


The resources of the existing 
charitable institutions ore already 
severely strained, but it is neverthe- 
less naturally to the Tung Wa 
Hospital, as the leading Chinese 
organisation of the kind in the 


‘Colony, that one looks in the first 


instanee for assistance. The funds 
collected for this relief will be placed 
in a special fund to be administered 
and distributed by that Hospital in 
co-operation with the Sccretarlat for 
Chinese Affalrs.
